W ashington, A pril I. — Several 
hundred m edicinal p rp ea ra tio n s made 
u nder governm ent p erm it have from 
IO to 90 per cent alcohol in them 
but none is d rinkable as a beverage, 
Dr. W. V. Linder, chief governm ent 
prohibition chem ist, told the United 
Presa today. 
W h eth e r a m edicine is d rinkable 
or n o t as a beverage depends on the 
whole m ixture, not 
th e 
alcoholic 
content, Dr. L inder said, in discuss­ 
ing the situation resu ltin g from de­ 
p a rtm e n ta l perm its for 3.75 per cent 
m alt ex tract and stro n g er tonics. 
“ C onstituents low er th a n alcohol 
in th e preparations m ake th e m edi­ 
cine unfit for a beverage. 
“ T here is a p rep aratio n som ething 
like egg nog w ith 18 per cen t alco­ 
hol b u t it is a» thick as m ayonnaise 
and has to be taken w ith a spoon. 
It has brandy in it, m ilk, arsenic, 
and if it was p u t In an ice box it 
would become as solid as b u tter. 
“ T his preparation 
is 
com monly 
spoken of as egg nog m edicine but 
it Is a long way from an egg nog. 
T he brandy in it is to g u a rd ag a in st 
ferm entation and th e e n tire product 
is a heavy em ulsion for convalescing 
persons.”

A WORTHY SCHOOL 


Oscar GANSKY of Cass Lake and Fred N. Johnson of Deer- 
wood were graduated from the School of Agriculture at Univer­ 
sity Farm, St. Paul, at the 37th annual commencement exercises 
held last week. Eighty young men and women, mostly from farms 
of Minnesota, were given certificates of graduation by Dr. L. J). 
Coffman president of the University of Minnesota. 
The object of*the school is to fit young men and women for 
successful farm life and useful citizenship. 
The school course 
runs for three years and provides for the study of agriculture 
for six months at University Farm and for six months of super­ 
vised home project work on the farm, the purpose of which is to. 
give the students opportunity to apply their classroom training to 
the actual operation of a farm or a farm home. 
Students who have completed eighth grade work or its equiva­ 
lent are admitted without examination to the Minnesota School 
of Agriculture. 
All male students must have had six months* 
farm practice before entrance. 
The minimum age of entrance is 
17; exceptions may be made in the case of applicants who have 
completed one full year of high school work. 
The fall L im of 
the school will open September 27. 
Courses of study, cost of at­ 
tendance, and regulations are given in a bulletin which may be 
had on application.
